(THE NEW CABINET. 


A. T. Stewart's Appointment, and 
the Mutterings Against 
President's Message on the Suab- 
ject. He Asks a Repeal of the Law 
—hetion of the Leyal Leagues in 
New Vork—Belief that the Cabinet 
will go te Pieces. 


Specia! Dispatch to the Courier-Journal.) 
| March 6.—The situa- 
tion of the new administration has 
provokel extensive comment among 
. NNow that the great portion o 
the mew Cabinet have been 
from their obscurity into notoriety 
through the newspapers, the feeling of 
disappointment which prevailed yes- 
terday is not at all relieved. 

The special of the President 
to the te to-day, asking for the re- 
peal of the section of the Treasury act 
of 1789, which vents Mr. Stewart 
froni accepting the office of Secretary 
of the Treasury, created a profound 
sensation. It was looked u as a 
dictation that smacked of the days of 
Andrew Johnson, and all efforts to con- 
sider it at once failed utterly, the lead- 
ing Radicals declaring in conversation 
that it wasa matter of too profound 
importance to be rushed throughin a 
. “Why should we repeal this 
time-honored clause, creating one of 
the departments of the Government, 
merely to allow an importer to decide 
on dozens of his own cases now pend- 
ing in the Treasury?’’ said a Senator. 
It was urged that the President should 
have taken well posted men into his 
confidence, men who knew the laws, 
so that he would not have made such a 
terrible blunder on the very first day of 
his- official existence as the Chief Magis- 
trate. Others declared that the easiest 
way to settle the matter was to send in 
another name for Secretary of the 
Treasury. Although the House was 
not in session. alarge number of its 
members were about the Capitol, and 
the opinion was uniformly exp 
against any repeal or modification of 
the law in question. It looks now as 
though Mr. Stewart would have to sell 
out his business or resign the position 
he aecepted., 

NEw YorK, March 6,—The Cabinet 
continues to be the exciting topic of 
discussion here, the status of Mr. 
Stewart receiving especial attention. 
The opposition to him gains strength, 
and ts itself on the law of 1739, 
which forbids an importer from being 
the executive of the Treasury Office.

Since the nomination and confirma- 
tion of Alex. T. Stewart to the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury, I find that 
he is disabled from holding the office 
by the elghth section of the act of 
Congress, approved September 2, 1789, 
which provides as follows, to-wit: 

And be it further enacted, That .no 

rson appointed to any office instituted 

y this act shall directly or indirectly 
be concerned or interested in carrying 
on the business or trace or commerce, 
or owner in. whole or in part of any sea 
vessel or purchase by himself or an- 
other, in trust for him any public lands 
or other public property, or be con- 
cerned in the disposal of any public se- 
curities of any State or of the United 
States, or to take or gain for ne- 
gotiating or transacting any  busi- 
ness in the said department other 
than what shall be allowed by 
law; if any person shall offend against 
any of the prohibitions of this act, he 
shall be deemed guilty of a high mis- 
demeanor, and forfeit to the United 
States the penalty of $3,000, and shall, 
upon conyiction, be removed from 
office and foreyer thereafter be incapa- 
ble of holding office under the United 
States; Provided, That any other and 
not a public prosecutor shall give infor- 
mation of any such offense, upon which 
a prosecution and convicti®n shall be 

One-half of the aforesaid penalty 
of $3,000, when recovered, shall be for 
the use of the person giving such infor- 
mation. 

In view of these provisions, and the 
fact that Mr. Stewart has been unani- 
mously confirmed by the Senate, I 
would ask that he beexempted by joint 
resolution of the two Houses of Con- 
gress, from the operations of the same.

PRESIDENT, GRANT has promised 
peace, And he-has said that prosperity 
cannot be restored until civil law is 
more fully established in every portion 
of the country, and trade resumes its 
wonted channels. We shall soon see 
whether this was intended as a figure 
of speech or the. forerunner of action. 
The North has peace. The President 
had the South tn his mind when pen- 
ning the sentences we have paraphrased. 
They give more hope than every other 
portion of his inawgural. They are al- 


most-the sole basisof hope for the 
future. In whatever the new 
President is lacking it is_ not 
practical commensense. He is, 


par “excellence, practical in every- 
thing, and possessed of sound judg- 
ment. His position and these qualities 
rendér iim most powerful for good or 
for evil. Hecan cause the South to 
bloom as a garden of roses or become a 
hell. Mr. LINCOLN possessed the con- 
fidence of his people, and though often 
failing to enforce his ideas, always beat 
down opposition when thoroughly 
aroused. Frequently party leaders 
chafed when the President demanded, 
but they dared not break with him. 
They knew his power with the people, 
and went only te the length of ascer- 
taining the bent of his will. The 
policy inaugurated by LIncoLn at 
the clese of the war would soon 
have caused the bitterness born of 
conflict to lose itself in fraternal 
feeling between the sections. Mr. 
Jounson adopted it; but, unlike his 
predecessor, possessed- not the moral 
power to secure’ its enforcement: He 
was a Southerner, who had supported 
BRECKINRIDGE for President. When 
he spoke of “charity toward all,” these 
facts were recalled. When the conflict 
with Congress began, the President 
Rimself powerless. The resist- 
less tide which a word from LiIncoLn 
immon, fefused to obey his in- 
ffon. What could have 
accomplished with a struggle; what 
Jonnson failed to do; GRANT can ac- 
accomplish almost without opposition. 
The Radical party of the North sought 
him as itssavior. The tide was turn- 
ing; it was Grant or defeat; and the 
party was only too happy to place him 
at its head without pledges. ‘* The 
office has come to me unsought; I com- 
mence its duties untrammeled;’’ says 
the new President, and he utters a 
truth. He was the choice of the North, 
ami could have been elected as well 
without as with a party nomination 
and platform. Congressional Districts 
electing Democrats went for Grant by 
thousands.. Party lines could not be 
rawn against him, so unbounded was 
his" arity with the people, who 
him*as here of the war. 
Even LINCOLN’s popularity was little 
compared with that enjoyed for three 
years past,and to-day, by Gen. GRANT. 
The people in the North believe in his 
integrity, his strong common sense, his 
patriotism, and his determination to 
devote himself to the complete restora- 
tion of the country. They believe 
that the man who caused the clash 
of arms to cease on the battlefield 
can complete the peace by the 
mitder force of statesmanship. This 
may be delusive, but it is a belief old 
as time itself. Marked military suc- 
cess generally singles out its authors for 
high civil honors. NAPoLEON’s suc- 
cess in the streets of Paris and the stir- 
ing events of 96 placed him on the 
throne. Had Great Britain been a rep- 
resentative government, who doubts 
that Waterloo would have placed WeEL- 
IANGTON at its head? 
the Southern Confederacy would have 
given LEE DAVIS’ succession, as the 
Colonial struggle exalted Wasn- 
INGTON to the first place in the Nation. 
Never since WASHINGTON has a Chief 
Magistrate possessed so strong a hold 
on the popular heart as GRANT. The 
North has given him earte blanche to 
do what has been left undone in heal- 
ing the sores caused by the war, in his , 
own fime and in his own way. The 
people still regard him as in command 
and themselves in the ranks to obey 
orders. Practically, he holds the des- 
tinies of this people in his own hands. 
If he devote himself to building on the 
in the South which will

bring good feeling and alike 
to both sections, the Radical makcon-— 
tents will be compelled to stand aside. 
Every effort of Congress to obstruct his 
path will be sternly rebuked by those 
who sent its members there; for the 
masses are earnest in desiring a change. | 
For meal years the Southern States have 
footballs, to be kicked about 
Radical malice or self-interest | 
Nearly every department eir 
has filled with the 
veriest scum of creation, whose sole | 
policy has been that of oppression and > 
self-interest. Everything has been done | 
to destroy, and nothing to promote, 
kindly feelings toward the Govern- 
ment. The people have suffered as no 
people, once free, ever suffered, That 
throughout the South to-day, instead 
of quietude, strife does not exist, is not 
because persecution has not warranted | 


the result of the war honestly and sin- 
cerely, looking to the ultimate sway of 
better counsels, They have waited pa- 
tiently for some one to see that “ civil | 
law is more fully established in every 
portion of the country,” upon which 
depends the return of commerce to its | 
“‘wonted channels.”” Infamous laws; 
more infamous rulers; disfranchise- | 
ment; grievous taxation for the bene- | 
fit of thieves in office; denunciation of 
“ rebels” for protesting against outrages 
that would produce popular outbreaks 
anywhere in the North; are the 
‘inducements held out to the people 
of the South to love the Govern- 
ment. We have shown that President 
GRANT, who solemnly invokes peace, 
has the power to substitute for the pres- 
ent rule in theSeuth good government, 
and the equality ef the people before 
the law. Without it his financial policy 
will come to naught, and his adminis- 
tration will be a ghastly failure. It is 
his own confession that prosperity can 
come only through the. complete 
restoration of civil law.~ And ¢ivil law 
means peace and prosperity. Upon 
the accomplishment of this hinges his 
own destiny. The extremity of the 
people is his golden opportunity. Will 
he throw it away? 


THE tendency to help those not in 
need and to turn one’s back on the indi- 
gent, crops out remarkably sometimes. 
It has lately developed in General 
SHERMAN’Ss case. A few distinguished 
patriots have pregented him property 
worth more than a hundred thousand 
dollars. He did not need the gift. His 
income, already large, has been vastly 
increased by hisincreasein rank. He 
wasin good circumstances, even before 
the war, and has always been thrifty. 
If{SHERMAN were nota “rising sun”’ 
the apropriateness of the gift would 
not have suggested itself to the donors. 
When, in 1862, he deemed two hund- 
red thousand men necessary te )old 
Kentucky and conquer Tennessee,some 
of these same men joined in pronounc- 
ping him a lunatie and seeuring his re- 
moval from command. A public re- 
cognition of a word from them would 
have sustained his drooping spirits 
then. But itgame not. To-day he is 
the first military chief in the Nation, 
and the President’s favorite among all 
men. How much did this have to do 
with the hundred thousand dollar 
plum? We forget; the gift was in 
recognition of his “distinguished 
military services,” whose pect- 
niary reward has already placed 
him in affluence. The “nation’s 
widow” has vainly endeavored 
to seeure a pitiful pension to Keep her 
above want. Fifty thousand dollars of 
the SHERMAN money, which SHER- 
MAN does not need, would = ren- 
der her comfortable for life. But 
Mrs. LINCOLN is not a “rising sun.”’ 
She has no rich patronage to bestow. 
Time was when costly gifts rained up- 
on her pretty shoulders from these 
same men. Three-fourths of the De- 
partment clerks eke out a starvelihood 
on pittances, which the Govyern- 
ment, whose gifts to railway mo- 
nopolies cut into tens of millions, is 
too poor to increase. The hundred 
thousand distributed among them 
would carry sunshine into scores of 
families, and gladden scores of aching 
hearts. But these clerks are not “ ris- 
ing suns.”” They are poor devils whose 
wives shiver because coal is too high, 
and whose children dress in tatters. 
When JOHN SMITH, subordinate clerk 
in the Treasury Department, finds a 
fortune, and has power at court, his 
delegation of rich men, begging the 
boon of giving him something, will 
come along. So we go. 


THE war news from Cuba could not 
be improved by even the reliable con- 
traband who enlightened the Northern 
correspondents during the late coolness. 
For solid intellectual comfort commend 
us to information which renders every 
thing lovely on both sides. After be- 
ing horrified at the details of san 
guinary business on one side, it is a re- 
lief to learn that it was the other side 
which furnished work for the coroner;

| Hoare retires on a polite intimation 
from headquarters, that circumstances 
of an unusual and unexpected eharac-— 
ter have rendered his position in con- 
nection with the Cabinet very embar- 
rassing to the President. He has, there- 
fore, offered to relieve the latter by ten- 
dering his resignation. 

Mr. Stewart became aware that there 
was no chance for the repeal of the 
laws which prevent him from assum- 
ing the duties of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and to relieve Congress, the 
President and himself from the embar- 
rassment which surrounded each, he 
was led to take the only logical course 
left_ to solve the troublesome problem.

General Sherman Assumes Com- 
mand of all the Armics—Large 
(rewd at the President's Recep- 
tion —A Cabinet Meeting —The

Keep the Treasary, but is Com- 
pelied to Decline——Military Ap- 
pointment—Kevenue Matters. 
WASHINGTON, March 9,—The President 

issued the order to-day to General Sher- 

man to assume command of the armies of 
the United States. 

Large crowds were present at the Presi- 
dential reception this morning. 

There was a great crowd at the Senate, 
mostly office-seekers, The House galleries 
were crowded with strangers. 

Secretary Washburne was engaged with 
the President on official business this 
morning, and at an appointed hour a regu- 
lar Cabinet meeting was held, at which 
Secretaries Washburne, Cresswell and 
Schofield, and Assistant Secretaries Hart- 
ley, of the Treasury, Faxon, of the Navy, 
and Otto, of the Interior, and Assistant 
Attorney General Ashton were present. 
The Cabinet meeting was not long in dura- 
tion, the President stating that there was 
no particular public basiness demanding 
attention. Severalof the Representatives 
were present. 

General Rawlins, late Chief of Staff to 
General Grant, returned from New York 
last night, and was engaged with the 
President this morning. 

Mr. Boire was qualified as Secretary of 
the Navy this morning, and entered apon 
his duties this evening. 

Commissioner Rollins was at the Exec- 
utive Mansion in cousultation with the 
President to-«iay, and it is understoo! 
that the subject of the conversation was 
the condition of internal revenue affairs 
in the various districts throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Delano will qualify and enter for- 
mally upon his duties to-morrow. The 
impression is that many changes in im- 
portant offices connected with the inter- 
nal revenue will be made very soon, 

Mr. Stewart has declined the appoint- 
ment of Secretary of the Treasury, and 
the President has accepted his declinaion. 
This morning Mr. A, T. Stewart prepared 
and executed a transfer of his entire in- 
terest in the business of A. T. Stewart «& 
('o., during his official term, the same to 
be applied to charitable purposes, under 
the direction of Wm. B. Astor, James 
Brown, Wm. T. Dodge, James T. Roosvelt 
and Henry Helton. 

Thiscourse met the general approbation 
of some of the leading Senators and mem- 
bers of the Tlonse, but did not satisfy 
others, who insisted that Mr. Stewart 
could not qualify short of an absolute sale 
and disposition of all the property he now 
owns in connection with the business. 
When the transfer was proposed yester- 
day to the President, he approved, of it, 
provided that it eould be done so as to 
meet the legal obligations, and expressed 
his high appreciation of Mr. Stewart's 
purpose, but at the sametime said that 
he felt scarcely warranted in doing so, be- 
cause Mr. Stewart would have to make so 
great a sacrifice, and not only at this time, 
but in the evening he expressed himself 
to the same effect to many members of 
Congress who called on him with reference 
to the Secretaryship; inthis way publicity 
was given to Stewart's purposes, and the 
consequence of this has led to many 
expreasions of opinion, concurring in the 
view that, although this would meet the 
letter of the statute, it might possibly be 
construed into an evasion of its spirit, 
and under these circumstances Stewart 
prepared for either emergency, and having 
determined upon the matter, he concluded 
to leave the question to the result of a 
conference with the President, and in this 
spirit they met this afternoon, and the 
conclusion at which they arrived was, 
that it would be less embarrassing to the 
administration of Grant for MA Stewart 
to place in his hands a formal declination 
of the office, and in this gnanner avoid 
any comment by those who considered 
that the law must be strictly complied 
with. The interview was long, and 
marked by the utmost cordiality, and 
thereupon Stewart wrote to the President 
avery amiable letter, declining, under 
such circumstances, the Treasuryship.
